FORAGE CROPS FOR 


It Is but a comparatively 
short 
time since efforts were first put forth 
to demonstrate the value of fo ra g e 
crops for sw ine. 
Experiments prove 
that it is neither necessary nor de­ 
sirable to keep the pig confined to 
its pen and yard during the e n tire 
year. 
A part of its food can Ik* se­ 
cured from forage crops, such as 
rye. alfalfa, clover, succotash, nipe, 
peas and oats, root, crops, etc. 
it is 
desirable to grow some two. three, 
or it may be more, of these in order 
to produce a succession throughout 
the growing season. 
The selection 
muat depend on local conditions as 
to the character of the soil, climate, 
•tc. 
In general the crops will fol­ 
low in the order named though h>cal 
conditions may cause some variston. 
Wherever legumes such as alfalfa, 
clover, peas. etc., can be grow n, these 
•hould be included in the rotation as 
they furnish protein m o r e abundantly 
than cercal crops, and this is t h e 
food nutrient most difficult to secure 
en the farm for balancing the ration. 
The value of forage crops for swine 
has been somewhat overestimated in 
many cases.
